of families of fu gitiv es from Ger­ 
man military ju stice 
accu sed of 
terrorism or sabotage. 
This applies to "all near male 
relativ es in the ascending line as 
well as brothers-in-law and cou s­ 
ins". Women of the same degrees 
of k inship will be sentenced 
to 
hard labor and children of adu lts 
thu s pu nished will be sent to re­ 
form schools, 
the annou ncement 
said. 
A notice issu ed by the Gestapo 
director ov ernight to the press in 
the occu pied area said, in part: 
“I am resolv ed to gu arantee to

also, in case of escape, as soon as 
the fu gitiv es names are k nown, at 
families of these criminals if the

“In consequ ence, I am annou nc­ 
ing the following penalties: 
“1. All near male relativ es in

“2. All women of the same de 
gree of k inship will be sentenced 
to hard labor. 
"3. All children u nder 18 y ears

So mewhere in A ustralia, July 13

“The Zero seemed to jerk do wn­ 
w ard and the pilo t to jerk upward. 
Then the pilo t slumped do wn at 
the co ntro ls. 
The Zero careened 
crazily and wo uld have hit us if 
o ur pilo t, W alter Krell, o f Berke­ 
ley , Cal., hadn't banked sharply . 
“The 
Zero 
swerved 
upward, 
hung there a m o m ent and then 
came do wn in a steep dive. 
We 
y elled a w arning o ver the radio ­ 
pho ne to the rest o f the fo rm atio n 
but I guess the last plane either 
didn’t see the Zero o r didn’t have 
tim e to get o ut o f the way . 
“The Zero dived stra ig h t Into 
the fuselage and cut clean thro ugh 
the tail. 
“The Zero itself w as smashed 
to pieces. 
The bo m ber kept o n 
its co urse fo r s few seco nds and 
then, after a wo bble, w ent Into a 
spin and plunged into the sea”. 
There had been 
a t least 
o ne 
previo us instance 
in which

Zero , 
with its pilo t 
apparently 
dead, headed 
into an 
American 
bo m ber—but th a t tim e the bo mb­ 
er pilo t do dged it w itho ut dam ­ 
age.
